Commission Chairman C. W. 
Rushing of Cape Girardeau said 


Wednesday he does not know 
how soon the commission might 
choose a firm, but indicated it 
could be done at the regular 
monthly meeting Sept. 27. 
The 
commission does 
not 
intend to seek formal bids for 
the 
study, 
but 
rather 
to 
negotiate cost with the com­ 
panies which appear to offer the 
most services for the least 
amount of money, Rushing said. 
He noted that one of the firms 
has indicated it is not interested 
in doing the study and others 
could take the same attitude. 
“They know about how much 
money we have to spend and 
what we have in mind in way of 
the study,” Rushing said. 
The study will be enabled by a 
grant 
through 
the 
Ozark 
Regional Commission, which 
will pay 75 per cent of the cost up 
to a maximum of $20,000. Any 
amount over $26,666.66 would 


require additional local funds, 
Rushing said. 
He said the commission is 
competent that the local mat­ 
ching money will be allocated by 
the Cape and Scott County 
Courts, which this year ap­ 
propriated $7,500 to the port 
authority.

The long - range plan, as 
opposed to the short range on- 
channel docking facilities, is 
aimed at providing a slack 
water port to serve industries 
located adjacent to the facility, 
Rushing said. 
Although no locations has 
been decided upon, the com­ 
mission has leaned toward a 


sight up the mouth of the 
Diversion Channel south of Cape 
Girardeau for its slack water 
port. But commission members 
who 
favor 
the 
site 
have 
repeatedly pointed out that the 
channel site might not be the 
best location. The corps study 
should show the most suitable 
site for the slack water facility, 
they said. 
Rushing said (»ice a dock is 
built under the short- range plan 
it should encourage industries to 
take advantage of river tran­ 
sportation and new industries to 
locate in the area. The in­ 
dustries would be offered sites 
along the river so that they could 
have

docking 
facilities, he said. 
There are 10 private docks 
along the river here and part of 
the short- range plan is to secure 
riverfront property to be made

Scandal causes Dutch 
prince to quit post 


THE HAGUE, The Nether­ 
lands 
(AP) 
— 
Government 
leaders 
and 
Queen 
Juliana 
stood together today to protect 
the Dutch monarchy from the 
disgrace of her husband’s in­ 
volvement 
in 
the Lockheed 
scandal. 
Highly placed sources said 
the queen endorsed the govern­ 
ment’s decision to force Prince 
Bernhard, her 65-year-old con­ 
sort, into retirement. Official 
spokesmen said none of the five 
parties in Premier Joop den 
Uyl’s left-center coalition gov­ 
ernment wanted the queen to 
abdicate. 
The premier announced to 


parliament and the shocked 
Dutch people Thursday that 
Bernhard was resigning from 
all his public and private of­ 
fices because of the report of 
an investigation into allegations 
that Lockheed Aircraft Corp. 
paid him $1.1 million to in­ 
fluence the Dutch armed forces 
to buy its aircraft. 
The three-man commission 
concluded 
that 
the 
prince, 
whose chief government office 
was inspector general of the 
armed forces, had been “ex­ 
tremely 
imprudent and un- 
wise”in his dealings with the 
U.S. firm. 
The commission said it could 


find no hard evidence that 
Bernhard received the money. 
He has denied it. But the com­

Among other things, the bill 
would increase the maximum 
federal grant for poor students 
to attend college from $1,400 to 
$1,800 per year. It also would 
extend eligibility for govern­ 
ment-guaranteed student loans 
to familes with annual incomes 
of $25,000. The current limit is 
$15,000. 
In other action on the bill, the 
Senate adopted 88 to 0 an 


amendment to exempt father- 
son 
and 
mother-daughter 
events in public schools from 
the ban on sex discrimination 
in federally supported educa­ 
tional institutions. 
The amendment, 
by Rep. 
Paul 
Fannin, 
R-Ariz., 
also 
would waive application of the 
anti-discrimination law to Boys 
State and Girls State programs 
sponsored by the American Le­ 
gion and its auxiliary. 
The House has passed sepa­ 
rate bills extending higher edu­ 
cation programs for one year 
and vocational education assist­ 
ance for six years. The final 
version will go to a House-Sen- 
ate conference. 


Although the Ford adminis­ 
tration has indicated opposition 
to the Senate version of the bill, 
Sen. Jacob K. Javits, R-N.Y., 
Republican floor manager, told 
the Senate “We believe and 
hope that the President will ap­ 
prove the final version.” 
Sen. Ted Stevens, R-Alaska, a 
member of the Senate Appro­ 
priations Committee, said the 
bill’s $1,800 maximum basic 
student grant authorization is 
misleading, since Congress has 
never been able to appropriate 
enough money for the $1,400

1972. 
The current average grant, 
Stevens said, is $680 a year and 
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Mr. and Mrs. K. M. Streeter were named by the 
University of Missouri extension service to represent 
Scott County at this year’s Farm Family Day at the 
Missouri Stte Fair in Sedalia, Wednesday.

POST CARD REGISTRATION

We now have the first concrete 
evidence 
of 
the 
kind

legislation that Jimmy Carter 
will push for, if he is elected 
president. He put his personal 
influence on the line in asking 
the House to pass a bill to 
provide 
for 
postcard 
registration of voters for federal 
elections. 
Like most of Carter’s ideas, 
the postcard registration bill 
would,of 
course, 
cost 
more 
federal tax dollars. Estimates 
range up to $500 million every 
two years. Of course, it would 
require a new federal agency. Of 
course, we would have to hire 
more federal employes. 
Of course, it would mean 
more federal control over state 
and local activities. 
The postcard registration bill 
supported by Carter would have 
ordered the U.S. Postal Service 
to mail registration forms to 
every postal address in the 
United States at least once every 
two years. The voters would 
then return the postcards by 30 
days before the election. 
The actual cost would have 
been disguised because the U.S. 
Postal Service would mail all 140 
million registration forms with 
the federal franking privilege. 
The volume and frequency of 
this 
m ailing 
would 
have 
provided a convenient excuse to 
raise the cost of first-class 
postage another couple of cents. 
F ortunately, 
the 
House 
rejected C a rte r’s 
personal 
appeal for this mass-mailing 
boondoggle. The House then 
passed a less obnoxious version 
which 
requires 
merely 
that 
voter 
postcards 
be 
m ade 
available at post office and other 
federal buildings. This is a bad 
pan, too, 
because it would 
permit 
pressure 
groups 
to 
gather up the postcards and use 
them for intensive registration 
drives to serve their special 
interests. 
H ie postcard registration bill 
is based on two false assump­ 
tions. The first is that the federal 
government can and must solve 


all 
social 
proglem s 
im ­ 
mediately, even the sociological 
phenomenon 
that 
up to 54 
million Americans do not want 
to vote. 
The second false assumption 
is that it is a social good to drag 
everyone out to vote in every 
election, even though the in­ 
dividual 
may 
be 
too unin­ 
terested or indolent to vote on 
his own initiative. 
There is something inherently 
offensive about the idea that 
federal 
persuaders 
should 
propel 
everyone 
to 
vote, 
whether he wants to or not. 
Uninterested, 
uninformed or 
lazy citizens should not be 
reluctantly dragged to the polls 
by the government and counted 
equally with the votes of con­ 
scientious Americans. 
A recent survey of the reac­ 
tions of county clerks, who 
under our system of government 
have the responsibility for voter 
gegistration, produced this type 
n: 
“It 
allows too many op­ 
portunities for fraud.” “It would 
drastically reduce the efficiency 
of our election process.” “ I 
could register under the name of 
five or 10 people if I wanted to. ” 
“Under that bill, I could vote in 
several states.” “Why doesn’t the 
federal government keep its 
fingers out of local business?” 
That there is no demand from 
the 
public 
for 
postcard 
registration was demonstrated 
earlier this year by a petite and 
beautiful 
South 
Carolina 
legislator. 
In 
January 
the 
powers that be in South Carolina 
decided to put through a state 
postcard registration bill and it 
appeared headed for prompt 
passage with little debate. 
Rep. Norma Russell decided 
to filibuster in order to bring it to 
public 
attention. She spoke 
continuously for three and a half 
days, eight to nine hours a day, 
thereby setting the record for 
filibusters by women in state 
legislatures. 
During that time, she rallied 
so much 
opposition to the 
postcard registration bill that it 
was buried under an avalanche 
of phone calls and telegrams 
from the voters.

NEWSPAPERS AND 
THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION 
One of the most exciting, and largely ignored, stories 
about the American Revolution is the role that was 
played by the newspaper publishers throughout the 
colonies. From the time the “shot heard round the world’ 
was fired at Lexington on April 19, 1775, until the 
fledgling Congress declared the end of the war on April 
11, 1783, the people in the New World depended largely 
upon three sources for the news; private letters and 
packets of official or semi-official documents; sermons 
from the pulpits of the churches, where the great prin­ 
ciples underlying the Revolution were constantly 
enunciated; 
and weekly newspapers then being 
published in the thirteen States. 
On the day of the battles of Lexington and Concord, 
there were thirty- seven newspapers in publication. Only 
twenty of those survived the war. The seventeen papers 
which died do not represent the total war casualties, 
however, because in spite of the great risks and 
privations, eighteen additional papers were brought into 
print, only to be wiped out before the war was over. 
Nevertheless, courageous publishers and printers 
persevered, so that when Cornwallis surrendered at 
Yorktown, there were thirty-five papers to carry the 
news of the great victory to the people — only two less 
than at the beginning of the war. 
The heroic efforts — and the tremendous sacrifices — 
of the publishers of the weekly papers would fill many a 
book. When the British captured Norfolk, Virginia, early 
in 1775 they set fire to the town — but not before they had 
seized the printing plant of John H. Holt’s Virginia 
Gazette and tkane it lock, stock, and type aboard one of 
Lord Dunmores ships where the redcoats continued to 
print until the paper stock ran out. Whatever happened to 
the printing plant — whether pitched overboard into the 
Atlantic or taken back to England as war booty — no one 
knows. 
In Newport, Rhode Island, the patriot patriot paper 
was the Mercury, published by Solomon Southwick. But 
when the British captured the town in 1776, Southwick set 
the torch to his beloved paper and burned it to the ground 
rather than let it fall into the hands of the enemy. South­ 
wick managed to escape with his life, continued to print 
in other towns, and when the British finally abandoned 
Newport, he returned to launch again the Mercury. 
When Charleston was captured in 1780, the editor of the 
South Carolina Gazette was made a prisoner of war and 
his paper destroyed. 
When our patriot publishers said that they were 
pledging their lives and fortunes to the cause of Liberty, 
they were not simply printing empty phrases.

Grisly Murder of John Roselli

WASHINGTON - It was a 
grisly end for John Roselli, the 
dapper, debonair mobster about 
town, who had been a familiar 
figure in the glittering nightspots 
of Hollywood, Las Vegas and 
Havana. 
His killers shot or stabbed him 
in the stomach. The autopsy indi­ 
cates they may have shot him 
and then dug out the bullet with 
a knife. Then they brutally 
hacked off his legs. It is passible 
that he was still alive when they 
stuffed his body into a 55-gallon 
drum. 
They wrapped chains around 
the drum to weight it down and 
tossed it into Biscayne Bay. The 
autopsy suggests he may have 
died of asphyxiation inside the 
drum before it hit the water. The 
gases from the decomposing 
body floated the heavy container 
to the surface. It was discovered, 
with its nightmarish contents, 10 
days after Roselli had disap­ 
peared from his sister’s home in 
Plantation, Fla. 
The police withheld the 
gruesome details of his death 
while they searched for his 
killers. We began our own in­ 
vestigation, meanwhile, after an 
appeal from his associates. 


We first encountered Johnny 
Roselli more than five years ago. 
We were investigating his role in 
the Central Intelligence Agen­ 
cy’s plot to assassinate Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro. 
The CIA case officer, William 
Harvey, told us that Roselli had 
been the hero of the abortive ad­ 
venture. Harvey broke his oath 
of secrecy because he thought it 
might help Roselli, who was in 
trouble with the law. The CIA 
agent had nothing but praise for 
Roselli’s daring. 
In the strictest of confidence, 
Roselli himself confirmed that 
he had directed six assassination 
attempts against Castro. We pro­ 
tected his confidence, so he 
came to trust us. We were the 
only newsmen he would talk to. 
So when he vanished last 
month his associates came to us 
for help. We were suspicious, of 
course, that his disappearance 
was linked to the Castro caper. 
But our investigation has now 
produced evidence to the contr­ 
ary.

Power Without Votes: 
Socialist’s plan to take over 
cities without going into public 
elections 
LONDON— British socialists 
are an amiable lot. They’re all 
so damn polite you don’t realize 
they’re tough-minded politicos 
who Spring from stock which ran 
strikes well over 600 years ago. 
And the small talk gets around 
to what a pity it is that Big Ben 
sprang a gadget and is ticking 
but not tolling and will take four 
months to mend. 
After you leave them you 
suddenly 
realize what 
they 
really said. They want a wealth 
tax. They want to nationalize all 
land. 
They 
want 
a 
mixed 
economy now. But one day they’ll 
try to “socialize” som e32 major 
industries. 
And then conies the “grab­ 
ber” as we say in the TV news 
business. 
The 
British 
labor 
leaders who run the governing 
Labor party have begun pushing 
for legislation which would give 
them control of city govern­ 
ments without having to bother 
with elections. 
They 
sim ply 
want 
co­ 
determination rights on all city 
councils. Meaning, they want 
civil service (public sector) 
unions to place members on the 
councils without having been 
elected but with full voting 
rights. 
This would virtually mean 
automatic union control of city 
governments. Soon this might be 
extended 
to 
the 
national 
parliament itself, critics charge. 
F irst, 
w hat 
is 
“ co­ 
determination”? It’s the Ger­ 
man Socialist word for joint 
labor-management 
decision­ 
making control of major in­ 
dustry and commerce. It means, 
simply, putting labor leaders- 
not necessarily from unions in 
the business field involved - on 
corporate boards of directors be 
they of newspapers, coal pit 
operators, steel mills, or banks, 
etc. For example, Heinz Vetter, 
leader of Germany’s national 
labor federation (DGB), is head 
of an eight-billion-dollar bank in 
Frankfurt which now has a 
branch in New York City. 
I was the first to report the co­ 
determ ination phenomenon. 
Now, stories about this labor 
movement into management all 
over Europe are the vogue in the 
U.S. Even the New York Times 
has 
discovered 
it. 
Today 
newsmen fly over and dsajss it 
“ in depth.” You know, the 
world-of-work sort of thing. And 
there is the Swedish develop­ 
ment - meaning the Social 
Democrats’ decision to take 
over industry there bit by tut, in 
effect, appropriating shares of 
stock of the corporations and 
putting the securities into union 
pools until there is enough to 
own the private corporate party. 
There is a French plan, too. 
Co-gestion it’s called. Not much 
dscuned yet. Now getting the 
play is the British Socialist labor 
co-determination move, dubbed 
“industrial democracy” here. 
Same thing. Unions would get 
half the membership of cor­ 
porate boards of directors. 
But once more the “in depth” 
analysts are late in recognizing 
the real story. To the British, 
French, German, Swedish (and 
Dutch) Socialist labor leaders 
an employer is an employer is 
an employer. Thus the national 
government, the city councils 
and other public bodies are 
employers, too. They hire civil 
servants. They negotiate wages, 
working conditions, perquisites 
and fringes with the National 


Union of Public Employes. 
So the British Socialists say 
that if “ industrial democracy” 
(co-determ ination) 
is good 
enough for the private sector, 
it’s certainly good for the public 
employer sector. If there is to be 
placement 
of labor leaders 
(w orkers’ 
participation 
in 
management) on private cor­ 
porate boards of directors, why 
not placement of labor men and 
women 
on 
the 
public 
management boards - which 
are the publicly elected city 
councils. 
To 
the 
Socialist 
labor 
proponents 
of 
“ industrial 
democracy” this makes sense 
for several reasons. 
Thus, if the Trades Union 
Congress (TUC - the British 
national labor federation) has 
its way, it will have a built-in 
majority 
on 
the 
governing 
bodies, 
the 
city councils, 
throughout the United Kingdom. 
For example, if a city council in 
M anchester or oil-booming 
Aberdeen, which I have just 
visited, has a 100-member city 
council and the Labor party has 
only 
40 seats, 
labor would 
automatically have 90 votes in a 
150-member council under this 
form 
of 
“ industrial 
democracy.” 
Here’s the political arith­ 
metic. “ Industrial democracy” 
means giving labor half the 
seats on a board of directors or a 
city council without any public 
voting. Thus if the council has 
100 seats, half that amount 
automatically would go to the 
unions. Meaning another 50 or a 
total of 150 seats in all. If you 
add the 50 union places to the 
supposed 40 seats which the 
Labor party won in the election, 
you have 90 labor socialist votes 
to the 60 of the Conservatives 
and other small parties. This of 
course is a hypothetical case. 
Presto, a minority becomes a 
majority. 
The additional seats would be 
held by workers chosen by their 
grade unions and not he elec­ 
torate. In America, not even the 
militant Jerry Wurf, president 
of the American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal 
Employes 
(AFL-CIO) 
would 
conjure such a push for political 
power. 
But in Europe the Socialist 
labor leaders think of this as the 
logical development of society. 
Already the TUC is ruging local 
public sector unions in many 
com m unities 
to 
begin 
negotiating with Labor con­ 
trolled city councils. 
And this is not a one-nation 
development. The British and 
G erm an 
social 
dem ocratic 
m ovem ents 
work 
closely. 
Recently in Bonn, British and 
German 
labor 
leaders and 
government officials held a long 
conference 
in 
Chancellor 
Helm ut 
Schm idt’s 
“ white 
house” to discuss the spread of 
c o -d ete rm in a tio n 
a cro ss 
Europe. 
And 
the 
G erm an 
labor 
movement’s newest demand is 
for the creation of “economic 
and social councils with equal 
representation (of labor and 
management) on the level of 
regional 
state 
and 
federal 
governments. They are to ad­ 
vise and support parliaments, 
administrations 
and 
govern­ 
m ental 
authorities 
in 
all 
questions related to the interests 
of the wage-earner.” 
There you have it. The in- 
depth analysts are welcome to 
this next drive for Socialist 
political power.

No one knows peanuts better 
or loves them more than the 
farmers who till the crusty, 
orange-red soil of southwest 
Georgia, where 46 per cent of the 
country’s goobers are grown.

sweeter they get,” says J.R. 
Odom, 57, a third generation 
peanut farm er and chairman of 
the Georgia Peanut 
Com­ 
mission. 
“You talk about all them 
people starving. You can take 
the peanuts over in bags and 
drop ’em. 
Let 'em eat 'em raw. They’re 
full of protein.” 
Georgia peanut farmers have 
good reason to love the peanut. 
“It's made millionaires out of 
some 
of 
them,” 
says 
one 
wholesale buyer. 
Peanuts 
are the 
sta te ’s 
biggest cash crop. Last year, not 
counting revenues from peanut 
oil, 
peanuts 
generated $342 
million here in cash receipts at 
high federally supported prices. 
For the individual farmer, this 
worked out to around $250 an 
acre. That means a farmer with 
200 acres in peanuts netted 
$50,000 before taxes. And most 
farmers have other agricultural 
income as well. That, as they 
say, ain’t peanuts. 
In the last five years, the 
florunner peanut, a newyariety, 
had doubled yields and income 
here. The prosperity shows in 
the new homes that dot the 
countryside, the late model cars 
on freshly paved roads and the 
expensive mechanized equip­ 
ment in the fields.

the peanut the national tree. 
Peanuts do not grow on trees. 
They grow underground. 
It is time to get to know the 
peanut. 
To know the peanut is to love 
the peanut. Who could help it? 
The peanut is hardy, nutritious 
and versatile. And it is cute. 
Pound for pound, peanuts 
have more protein, minerals 
and vitamins than beef liver, 
more fat than heavy cream and 
more calories than sugar. 
The peanut is neither a pea 
nor a nut, but a legume. The 
peanut gives its all for mankind. 
Half of all harvested peanuts are 
turned into peanut butter. 
Other top-grade peanuts are 
roasted. 
The 
rejects 
are 
pulverized for oil. The residue is 
ground into animal meal, and 
hulls are packaged for feed, 
litter and mulch. Even the rocks 
that are sifted out with other 
debris from the field are used to 


Secretary of Agriculture Earl 
Butz, vigorous opponent of price 
support, has taken aim at the 
peanut.

The government now buys up

price whatever 
peanuts farmers cannot sell at 
the same price. This year, the 
price has been set at $414, twice 
the world market price for 
peanuts.

paid. Last year the taxpayer got 
stuck with a $150 million tab for 
500,000 tons, about a third of the 
crop. Those peanuts are being 
pulverized for oil, the only form 
in which peanuts can be stored 
indefinitely. 


The farmers, in turn, are 
allowed to plant only 1.6 million 
acres, an amount set in 1954 to

Tobacco and dairy products 
are also underwritten by price 
supports. But peanuts are the 
only American crop to receive 
an export subsidy, meaning they 
are 
priced 
artificially 
high 
above the world market price 
and 
therefore 
are 
non­ 
competitive. The subsidies also 
mean higher prices 
to 
the 
consumer. 


Growers argue that peanuts, 
being perishable and requiring a 
high capital outlay, are different 
from other crops and deserve 
special treatment.

DEAR POLLY — I m ake KNITTED nylon net pot 
scrubbers. Buy six or eight yards of net and cut into strips as 
long as possible and about three inches wide With size 10 
aluminum knitting needles cast on 15 to 20 stitches and knit 
rows of stockinette stitch for 3 to 6 inches depending on the 
size you want. As you knit, tw ist the length of net so it is round 
like yarn. When it is the desired length bind off. These are 
great for scrubbing pots and pans, vegetables and even the 
bathtub. — LYNDA. 
DEAR POLLY - and Mrs. F. H. - May I add a suggestion 
for the making of nylon net balls for scrubbers? I use two six 
inch lengths for each ball. I gather the outer edges of each 
length together with my fingers and tem porarily fasten the 
ends with rubber bands In the center I wire them withjeopper 
or other non-rusting wire and tighten with the pliers so they 
are firm and last longer than if fastened with cord in the 
center I sew on a gold cord for hanging and a plastic flower 
for decoration — NELLIE.

The perfect marriage- wine and cheese 


AP Newsfeatures Writer 
The French have been mak­ 
ing wine and cheese since the 
days when their country was 
known as Gaul. And they have 
been making the range of wines 
known as Bordeaux for just 
about as long. Which explains 
in part why wine and cheese 
make such a perfect marriage. 
More and more hosts have 
found that a pleasant and rela­ 
tively inexpensive way of enter­ 
taining is a wine and cheese 
tasting. But keep in mind that, 
whereas the two have a natural 
affinity, the various cheeses 
should be matched with com­ 
patible wines to get the full 
benefit. One should not over­ 
shadow the other. 
Little preparation is needed 
for a tasting. For a party of a 
dozen, select about the same 
number of cheeses, alloting a 
total of about four ounces to 
each guest. Four wines should 
do it, two whites and two reds, 


light or full bodied, depending 
upon the cheese that is accom­ 
panying the wine. 
There are more than a hun­ 
dred varieties of cheese from 
France alone available in this 
country, made from the milk of 
cows, goats and ewes. 
Naturally you should serve 
good wines with your cheese, 
but that does not mean you 
have to go in for highly ex­ 
pensive vintages. If you have a 
dealer you know and trust, con­ 
sult with him on what to pick, 
or ask a friend who knows his 
way around in the wine field. 
For a start here are a few 
suggestions, 
including 
some 
cheeses that are not French. 
With a soft Cheese like Brie 
or Camembert serve a Graves, 
the pale, yellow Bordeaux with 
a faintly metallic character. 
With blue cheese like Roquefort 
or Gorgonzola try a rich, red 
St. Emilion. 
For pungent cheese like Lim- 


berger or Liederkranz, try a 
Margaux, rated by some ex­ 
perts as the most exquisite cla­ 
ret on the Bordeaux roster. 
For a salty cheese like Feta 
try a Pauillac, one of the most 
striking and brilliant wines of 
the Medoc region. A fresh, 
creamy Ricotta should be ac­ 
companied by a flinty Sauvig- 
non Blanc. Buttery Bel Paese 
or Edam go well with St. Es- 
tephe, one of the more sturdy 
clarets. 
If you want to dress up your 
party serve Camembert Aux 
Noix, which is both decorative 
and tasty. 
Va cup butter, softened 
V* cup ground pecans 
Several drops Tabasco 
2 tablespoons lemon juice 
18-ounce wheel Camembert, 
chilled 
* 
Toast points 
Cream softened butter till 
light and fluffy. Blend in nuts, 
Tabasco and lemon juice. Cut 


Camembert in half while still 
chilled. Spread with butter mix. 
Chill till filling is firm. Slice in 
thin wedges half hour before 
serving. Serve on toast points.

Miss Kellum struck one side 


of the 10-by-12-foot tank and 
bounced off into the water, suf­ 
fering a broken leg and other 
undetermined injuries. Johnson 
said the crowd continued to 
shout and jeer after Miss Kel­ 
lum hit the water. 
She was reported in fair con­ 
dition today at Harrison Me­ 
morial Hospital’s intensive care

plenishes itself. 
For most people, wood 
will remain a building mater­ 
ial, a source Pf paper, and 
fuel for the fireplace, stove, 
and furnace— at least for a 
while. 
Federal Energy Adminis­ 
trator Frank Zarb said re­ 
cently, "We need all of the 
energy alternatives we can 
muster. Not one of them, or 
even two or three, can do 
the entire job of supplying 
the energy we will need 2, 
10, or 20 years from now.” 
Fuelwood provides another 
alternative, and Larty Gay is 
proving it! 


With today's energy prices 
and supply problems, people 
all over the United States are 
looking for more economical 
ways to heat their homes, 
cook their meals, and run 
their cars. 
In the Northeastern part of 
the country, some families 
are turning to "fuelwood," 
which is plentiful and rela­ 
tively inexpensive when com­ 
pared with the rising cost of 
electricity and fuel oil. 
According to Larry Gay, 
Marlboro, Vermont, wood 
stove designer and bgilder, 
there is enough wood in his 
home State to heat every 
home, and to provide all the 
state’s electrical power, too. 
Gay, a former physics pro­ 
fessor, says that at $50 a 
cord, it's the most economi­ 
cal fuel around. At that price,

feet of fuelwood are avail­ 
able. That amounts to about

Larry Gay not only advocates heating homes with fuelwood— he does it him 
three wood stoves he uses to heat his Vermont home 
self. In fact, each year Larry cuts about six cords of wood to provide fuel for

Vietnam vet faces kidnaping charges 


CLEVELAND 
(AP) 
— A 
Vietnam veteran who held as 
many as 13 hostages during a 
nine-hour seige inside Cleve­ 
land’s landmark Terminal Tow­ 
er in protest against his former 
employer’s treatment of fellow 
veterans, faces charges of kid­ 
naping, authorities said. 
Ashby Leach, 30, of Hunt­ 
ington, W.Va., was to be for­ 
mally charged today, author­ 
ities said. 
Charles R. McKinnon, special 
agent in charge of the FB I 
here, said Leach also may be 
charged with extortion and 
threatening a company engaged 
in interstate commerce. 
" I made my point,” Leach 
shouted Thursday night after 
he heard his complaints about 
veterans’ rights aired on na­ 
tional television. 
Leach had walked into the of­ 
fices of Chessie System Inc., a 
railroad holding company that 
employed him in 1971. Armed 


with a shotgun and a pistol, he 
took 13 hostages and demanded 
that the firm change its prac­ 
tices toward veterans. 
Four of the original hostages 
managed to get away. Those 
who were left — eight men and 
one woman — were unharmed. 
Howard Skidmore, a vice 
president, said that an appren­ 
tice program Leach had joined 
at 
Chessie 
in 
Huntington, 
W.Va., was not registered with 
the federal government, and 
that Leach was therefore in­ 
eligible for supplemental feder­ 
al benefits. Skidmore said the 
program was not registered in 
order to avoid "rigamarole and 
red tape.” 
Skidmore said that in 1971 
Leach had confronted Chessie 
president Hays T. Watkins out­ 
side a Huntington hotel, teach 
was carrying a 
sign com­ 
plaining about Chessie's prac­ 
tices concerning veterans, he 
said. 


F B I agents, Cleveland police 
and Chessie officials gave this 
account of the siege: 
teach initially demanded to 
see a top Chessie executive, but 
he was told that neither Wat­ 
kins nor retired board chair­ 
man Cyrus Eaton were in. He 
then asked to see someone in 
authority. 
"This is for real,” he told his 
hostages. "A lot of people could 
get hurt.” Then he used the 
shotgun to shoot a light fixture 
on the ceiling. 
R.C. McGowan, a Chessie 
vice president, volunteered to 
talk to Leach. McGowan, a Ko­ 
rean War veteran, established 
rapport and drew up a list of 
written promises which com­ 
mitted Chessie to a review of 
its practices towards veterans. 
From a small, barricaded of­ 
fice in the Terminal Tower, 
Leach asked a secretary to call 
the news media and explain his 
demands, which included a re­ 


quest that he wanted to see a 
story about himself on network 
television. 
When, at about 6:45 p.m., 
Leach saw a story about him­ 
self on one of the network tele­ 
vision broadcasts, he told the 
hostages, 
"Everybody 
gets 
out." He threw down his guns, 
raised his hands and walked 
out. 
Speaking from Huntington, 
Leach's 
mother, 
Virginia 
Leach, said her son has seen 
bad times. She said that shortly 
after he married his first wife 
in 1966, she was killed in an 
apartment fire. 


Leach then volunteered for 
Vietnam service as a Navy 
medic with the Marines. During 
his service, he stepped on a 
booby trap and injured his legs. 
When he returned to he United 
States, he stayed at a Navy 
hospital in Philadelphia for psy­ 
chiatric care, she said.

R ubber workers to return to work 


CLEVELAND (AP) - More 
than half of the 70,000 striking 
rubber workers are expected 
back on the job next week after 
a four-month walkout that put 
them in a financial squeeze, cut 
into the earnings of the Big 
Four tiremakers and hit the 
consumer with shortages and 
price increases. 
The Firestone Tire & Rubber 
Co., the nation’s second larest 
producer whose third quarter 
earnings fell to $21.5 million 
from $35 million a year ago, be­ 
came the second of the Big 
Four to reach tentative agree­ 
ment with the United Rubber 
Workers Thursday night. The 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., 
the No. 1 producer, reached 
agreement Tuesday. The two 
firms employ 38,000 workers. 
Union officials and rank-and- 
file workers predicted speedy 
ratification of the agreements 
at local meetings during the 
next four days. 
Peter 
Bommarito, 
inter­ 
national president of the URW, 
said some of the workers could 
be back on the job as early as 
Sunday night. 
The other two of the Big Four 
tiremakers—B. 
F. 
Goodrich 


and Uniroyal Inc.—were ex­ 
pected to fall in line soon. 
Goodrich negotiators said they 
were making steady progress 
in talks in Columbus, Ohio. 
Bommarito, who sat in on the 
Firestone talks in Cleveland, 
said he would join the Uniroyal 
negotiations in New York. 
A smaller company, Arm­ 
strong Rubber Co., of New 
Haven, Conn., which employs 
3,500, also reached tentative 
agreement on a new three-year 
contract Thursday. 
Bommarito said 
the new 
package for Firestone workers 
would add $3.30 an hour in 
wages and benefits over the life 
of the three-year contract, in­ 
cluding an immediate 88.8 cents 
an hour in a general wage in­ 
crease. The union also won a 
cost-of-living increase which it 
failed to get three years ago 
because of federal wage-price 
controls, the key issue in the 
strike that began last April 21. 
Firestone said that assuming 
a 6 per cent inflation rate in 
each of the three years of the 
contract, the co6t-of-living in­ 
crease based on the Consumer 
Price Index would total 69 
cents an hour over the life of 


the agreement. The URW had 
steadfastly maintained that it 
needed such an increase to put 
it on parity with the United 
Auto Workers. 
Under the old contract, rub­ 
ber workers averaged $5.50 an 
hour in wages and $3.55 in ben­ 
efits. Firestone said the new 
contract would boost wages by 
a little more than $2 an hour 
over the next three years with 


the other dollar increase com­ 
ing in the form of improved 
pensions and life and health in­ 
surance.

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Malden plans public hearing on waste-water treatment facilities 


MALDEN— A public hearing 
at the city hall has been set for 
Aug. 31 at 7:30 p.m. to allow 
citizens to be heard on the 
economic and social effects of 
the location, design and en­ 
vironmental impact of waste­ 
water treatment facilities for 
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the city of Malden. 
A draft copy of the facilities 
plan was submitted to the city 
officials for improvements to 
the 
municipal 
wastewater 
treatment system by Trotter & 
Associates, consulting engineers 
of Dexter. 
Findings by the engineers 
indicate that although plant No. 
1 is well maintained and 
properly 
operated, 
odorous 
conditions prevail and the ef­ 
fluent (outflow) will not meet 
state and federal discharge 
standards because the facility is 
overloaded. 
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Plant No. 2, primarily because 
it is underloaded, is presently 
meeting 
state 
and 
federal 
discharge standards. 
Plant No. 1, located on the 
southeast edge of the city on 
Highway 62, was installed in 
1937. It has been expanded and 
extended many times over the 
years. This plant serves ap­ 
proximately 90 per cent of 
residential development and 70 
per cent of the commercial 
development and one major 
industry, the Pepsi Cola Bottling 
Co. 
Plant No. 2, located in Malden 
Industrial Park, was built in 
1942 by the Corps of Engineers. 
For eight years the plant was 
essentially abandoned and 
considerable deterioration of the 
plant equipment occurred. This 
plant is being completely 
renovated under industrial park 
Improvement projects funded 
by the Economic Development 
Administration of the U.S. 
Department of Commerce. 
Malden’s 
comprehensive 
plan, prepared in 1971, stated 
that from the utility standpoint 
it would be advantageous if the 
growth pattern for residential 
development was closely related 
to the loation of the wastewater 
treatment plants. It was pointed 
out that this would ease the 
future sanitary sewer loads on 
the area close to the treatment 
plant 
and 
require 
less 
wastewater pumping activity. 
The proposed improvement 
are based on projected 1997 
flows and waste loads which in 
turn are related to projected 
increases of population. 
The draft said that if no action 
was 
taken, 
the presently 
overloaded 
treatment 
plant 
would continue to discharge 
effluent that violates permit 
conditions. As time passes and 
the flow of waste load increases, 
the 
quality of outflow will 
become worse resulting in more 
odor problems and possible 
health hazards. 
What are some of the alter­ 
natives suggested by the con­ 
sulting engineers? A regional 
solution is considered im­ 
possible because of Malden’s 
geographic 
location 
and 
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distance from other com­ 
munities. 
Remodeling plant No. 1 and 
diverting 
a 
portion of the 
wastewater flow to plant No. 2 
was deemed unfeasible because 
plant No. 2 has been renovated 
to treat wastewater generated in 
the Industrial Park. This would 
decrease the industrial waste 
capacity of plant No. 2 which 
could result in loss of future 
industry. 
Why locate a new treatment 
facility west of Malden? The 
main reason for the location in 
the west is that residential 
growth, 
particularly along 
Route J, indicates movement in 
that direction is following as 
predicted. 
The growth of the city to the 
east is hindered by the existence 
of political boundaries (Dunklin 
County 
and 
New 
Madrid 
County), drainage ditch No. 1 
and the proposed Highway 25 
bypass and by natural boun­ 
daries of low-lying area subject 
to flooding. 
The comprehensive plan also 
states 
that 
the 
future 
wastewater treatment plants 
should be located near areas of 
residential 
developments 
to 
minimize the need for pumping 
wastewater. 
The draft noted that the 
wastewater flows through much 
of the original system con­ 
structed in 1937. Because of the 
size of the pipe and how the line 
is 
laid 
on a 
flat slope, 
overloading will occur in some 
areas. 
If a treatment facility were 
located in the southeastern part 
of the city, it would be necessary 
to replace existing lines with 
larger lines or construct parallel 
lines. Because existing lines are 
located in built up area, con­ 
struction would 
be below 
groundwater table and the costs 
would be prohibitive. 
On the basis of the cost, ef­ 
fectiveness analysis, effluent 
requirements, 
public 
in­ 
volvement, 
operational 
con­ 


siderations and probable effects 
on 
the 
environment, 
the 
abandoning of Plant No. 1 and 
the construction of an oxidation 
ditch process 
plant is 
the 
primary 
choice 
by 
the 
engineers. 
Although 
the 
power 
requirements of the oxidation 
ditch process are that other 
alternatives, 
the 
degree of 
treatment, coupled with the ease 
of operation, outweighs this 
disadvantage. 
The proposed plant location is 
to be 4,000 feet west of Highway 
25 and 700 feet west of Route J. 
The site is surrounded by trees 
and the plant, according to the 
engineers, 
can 
easily 
be 
designed to blend in with the 
environment with a minimum of 
disturbance to 
the 
existing 
wooded area. 
The new plant would be 
constructed on wooded land 
bordered on the east side by 
farm land and on the west side 
by a man-made drainage ditch. 
According to the engineers, 
the following information makes 
the selection near Route J the 
best location for the oxidation 
ditch plant: 
— No relocation of people or 
existing structures would be 
required. 
— Very few, if any, trees 
would be destroyed during the 
construction and every effort 
would be made to save as many 
trees as possible. 
— Additional land around the 
proposed site could be pur­ 
chased and developed as a 
buffer

from

residential development near 
the area.

The report admitted that an 
improperly 
maintainedd 
treatment facility could support 
insect 
breeding 
and 
odor 
problems could also occur, but 
the ease of operating this type of 


facility makes these problems 
unlikely. 
If dried sludge from the sludge 
beds is disposed of improperly, 
there could be 
adverse en­ 
vironmental effects. The dried 
sludges 
will 
ultimately

disposed of at a state approved 
sanitary landfill, so the effects 
will be unlikely. 
From 11 alternatives, the top 
choice by the engineers is to 
construct an oxidation ditch and 
abandon plant No. 1 and the 
second alternative is to remodel 
plant No. 1 and construct an 
oxidation ditch plant.

Amos Santie, chairman of the

Monumental Bible 
film portion ready 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 
longest, most costly motion pic­ 
ture project ever undertaken is 
being devoted to the world’s 
oldest and greatest book — the 
Bible. It is being rendered on 
film with accuracy, power and 
style. 
Called the “Genesis Project,” 
the first completed portions are 
to be ready by Sept. 1, mainly 
at 
first 
for 
subscribing 
churches and other educational 
and religious institutions. 
The motion picture accounts, 
putting the written biblical con­ 
tent into the modern media of 
sight and sound, provide an au­ 
thenticity and quality far sur­ 
passing such past attempts by 
Hollywood because of close col­ 
laboration of a host of promi­ 
nent Scripture scholars. 
It is “measuring up far be­ 
yond any expectations or even 
hopes,” says noted Methodist 
theologian Albert Outler of Dal­ 
las, who says he previously had 
sworn off “Bible films” after 
too much of the Cecil B. De- 
Mille-type treatment. 
The project, expected to take 
about 30 years and cost an esti­ 
mated $232 million, is headed 
by a top British film producer 
John Heyman, driven to under­ 
take it by his distress at mod­ 
ern society’s declining sense of 
its moral-cultural heritage. 
"We’re becoming a people 
without roots, without the fun­ 
daments, so that we don’t know 
where we’re going,” he said in 
an interview at his Manhattan 
office. “A whole generation is 
being brought up that can’t 
know what’s immoral or amor­ 
al when there’s no morality to 
compare it with.” 
He said the Bible provides 
that 
missing historical 
per­ 
spective — of morals, philoso- 


phy, the ethics of work and per­ 
sonal and political idealism. 
“ It’s the total, concrete, rock- 
ribbed foundation of all our 
thinking,” he said. “Yet we to­ 
tally ignore it.” 
Putting the major blame for 
this on a massive decline in 
reading 
and 
a 
new 
pre­ 
occupation 
with 
the 
visual- 
sound media, he and associates 
concluded that the only way to 
restore biblical rootage to con­ 
temporary thought must be 
through effectively transposing 
it into the new communication 
form. 
The result, in the making, is 
the “New Media Bible.” From 
a sampling, it’s like watching 
the sweeping old events unfold 
in newsreel form as surging re­ 
alities with dramatic quality 
and artistry. 
A worldwide team of Bible 
scholars, historians and arch- 
eologists — about 70 of them so 
far — have been involved in the 
project, which also has drawn 
interfaith 
endorsement 
from 
Roman Catholics, Jews and 
Protestants, including both the 
evangelical and broadstream 
elements. 
About 50 American and Eu­ 
ropean businessmen, also con­ 
cerned about the lack of biblic­ 
al sources in contemporary cul­ 
ture, have invested in the proj­ 
ect, which so far has involved 
outlays of about $6 million. 
The first 10 portions of film, 
running about 20 minutes each, 
deal with the beginning of the 
Old Testament — the Creation, 
Adam and Eve. Cain and Abel, 
Noah and the flood, Abraham, 
the Convenant with God, Sodom 
and Gomorrah, and with the 
first parts of the Gospel of 
Luke — the Annunciation and 
the Nativity.

But 
it’s easy enough to see that we've 
had no failure of the sour grapes 
crop lately and we’ve even got 
critics for our critics. 
But the way I look at it, each 
of us has a choice of either being 
optimistic about things or ex­ 
pecting the worst. None of us 
intends to be an ostrich with his 
head in the sand . . . but there’s 
still a lot to be said about ac­ 
centuating the positive. I guess an 
optimist is wrong about as many 
times as a pessimist . . . but the 
optimist sure has a lot more ftin 
out of life. 
Isn’t it amazing the difference 
an attitude can make? You look 
the same . . . You sound the 
same . .. You still live in the same 
place. But the new attitude makes 
everything seem completely dif­ 
ferent. You know . . . it works the 
same

with 
becoming 
a 
Christian. All the trappings of 
your life are the same after you 
become a Christian, but you 
have an entirely new outlook. 
It’s the simple power of getting 
things right inside. It shows out­ 
wardly and it affects every aspect 
of your life.

She’s still just 
wild about Harry

INDEPENDENCE, Mo. - (NEA) - Had he lived this would 
have been the 57th summer of Harry and Bess Truman s 
marriage, and the 82nd of their quiet and wonderful love af­ 
fair As it is, she marks the occasion alone in the Victorian 
mansion they shared with each other in the Delaware Street 
community they shared with Middle America, and in the town 
they eventually shared with the world. 
They met in elementary school, she a slim and reserved 
lass, he a more outward chap with rimless spectacles that 
magnified his eyeballs. Neither was extraordinary, but they 
suited one another. By high school their holding of hands had 
escalated into a proper romance. In 1919, when he was 35 and 
she 34, the union was formalized. 
Bess Truman was an old-fashioned wife but not a subser­ 
vient one. He called her “the boss,” the “only person who can 
tell me off and get away with it.” Periodically she did tell him 
off. For instance, she was forever admonishing him about his 
language in public. Not that she was above four letter words 
herself now and then, but only in private. “Harry," she would 
say, “you really shouldn’t have said that." 
There is no indication that Truman listened to Bess regar­ 
ding his expletives. But he appreciated her counsel in most 
other areas. History does not dwell on it much, but during 
their seven years in the White House she apparently was chief 
among his advocates. They were constant evening com­ 
panions, retiring to privacy soon after dinner where together 
they would go over his speeches, his judgments, his priorities. 
It is not known whether she assisted in his decision making, 
but surely she provided a critical ear and conscience 
She was not an Eleanor Roosevelt, understand. She did not 
push her views on her husband or anyone else. She was content 
to be in the background, to be Mrs. Harry Truman, to be 
featured in the papers only out of obligation. In the way of her 
private self she was stuffy, then and now. She has never gabb­ 
ed, never told all. or even a little. What a book she could write, 
but of course she will not. 
And yet she has never been drab. Truman’s eye for her had a 
bit of roguishness about it, and with good reason. "She looks 
exactly the way a woman of her age should look, 
he said, 
winking. J.B. West, who ushered at the White House during 
the Truman years, remembers the couple did not always 
retire after dinner merely to look over speeches. Usually they 
had a drink, always Old Fashioneds, and after that, well. West 
says everyone called them “the lovebirds.” 
Those Old Fashioneds, by the way, were not meant for the 
minister dropping in. West says that when the Trumans first 
moved to the executive mansion, Bess was less than satisfied 
with the drinks being prepared. She tried several times to hint 
to the butler that his Old Fashioneds were not really Old 
Fashioneds. Thus one evening, in desperation, the butler simp­ 
ly splashed huge amounts of bourbon over ice and served it up 
“Now that,” smiled Bess, “is an Old Fashioned!" 
As for the lovebird activity, West remembers one autumn 
when Bess had returned from spending the summer with her 
mother in Independence. The two were delighted to see each 
other again and retired after dinner more enthusiastically 
than usual. The next morning, during routine discussions with 
the usher, Bess said, ah, she had a little problem: “It’s the 
President’s bed. Two slats broke during the night." Blushing, 
she asked if it could be repaired quickly. 
Now it is over, except for the memories. And for Mrs. 
Truman, one of five surviving former first ladies, most of the 
memories are right here in the Delaware Street neighborhood. 
She met Harry here, she married him here, she buried him a 
short while away. Eighty two summers, good times and bad, 
for the Trumans and for their nation. 
Bess is well, they say. She has arthritis, she has recently 
been in the hospital, and at age 91 she doesn't get out so much 
anymore, but her spirits are apparently good. I say apparently 
because I am guessing. Those who know for certain also know 
of Bess Truman’s wish for privacy. She still shares herself 
mainly with Harry.

Street dance ends in fight 


MALDEN — What began as a 
regularly scheduled street 
dance in Malden Saturday night 
erupted into a brief but violent 
browl, leaving two members of 
an Arkansas-based motorcycle 
gang hospitalized, 14 persons 
held 
by law enforcement 
authorities and a small town 
buzzing with rumors. 
Malden police were assisted 
by scores of area law en­ 
forcement officers, including 
the highway patrol, in quickly 
dispelling 
the 
brawlers. 
At 
direction 
of Malden Mayor 
Sparrel Davis, Malden police 
jailed 14 
members of 
the 
Pharoahs motorcycle club in 
Malden, held two girlfriends in 
the Kennett jail and placed two 
more members in the Bemie 
city jail 
overnight. 
Sunday 
morning the members were 
released, with no charges filed. 
“We just wanted them off the 
street,” one officer remarked. 
Law enforcement officials 
pieced the chain of events 
leading up to the brawl this way: 
At about 3:30 p.m. Saturday, 
Malden police received a call 
from the Dunklin County 
sheriffs office that some 25 
motorcycle riders, accompanied 
by two vans, had been seen 
going through Kennett, ap­ 
parently heading to the Malden- 
area. 
Information led Malden of­ 
ficers to believe that the bike 
riders were coming to the 
Malden area to visit a half dozen 
Malden area members of the 
riding dub. 
It appears that the Malden 
members of the Pharoahs lived 
southwest of Malden, all in the 
same house. 
Later in the evening, the 
entire group-some 25 to 30 
motorcycles and riders-came to 
Malden and started “hitting the 
taverns and pool halls, drinking 
lots of beer,” a Malden'officer 
said. 
The Pharoahs then went out 
Hn the streets, apparently fo 
watch the dance. Malden of­ 
ficials reported a "good crowd” 
was attending the street dance, 
which was sponsored by the 
downtown merchants group. 
Near the intersection of Main 
and Madison streets, the fight 
suddenly erupted, and knives 
and clubs flashed. 
Depending on which side of 
the story is heard, the events 
could be placed either way. 


The brawl erupted between a 
group of eight to 10 black men 
and Women and a small con­ 
tingent of the bike riders. The 
blacks said that the Pharoahs 
were “calling us names and 
messin’ with our women," while 
the Pharoahs members said that 
“the next thing we knew we 
were being hit over the head and 
knifed." 
Law enforcement officers are 
not sure just how it started, and 
no assault charges have been 
filed. 
It is clear, however, that the 
two injured bike gang members 
were assaulted by blacks. 
One Pharoah member, Dale 
Woods 
of 
Jonesboro, 
Ark., 
suffered knife wounds to his 
chest, and was admitted to the 
intensive 
care section 
at 
Dunklin County Hospital in 
Kennett, where he was listed in 
“ sa tisfac to ry ” 
condition 
Monday morning. The other 
Pharoah member, Dale Cruse of 
Paragould, Ark., was hit over 
the head with a club, and was 
also hospitalized in “satisfac­ 
tory” condition. 
Woods is also known as “Wild 
Man” among the gang mem­ 
bers, sources said today. 
Another member of the 
Pharoahs, Myles Eugene Curtis, 
26, reportedly of the Malden 
area, was jailed in Kennett on a 
charge of carrying a concealed 
and dangerous weapon, after 
officers 
found a 
.38-caliber 
revolver in his possession. 
The brawl was quickly over, 
and Malden police and auxiliary 
forces quickly began rounding 
up members of the Pharoahs, 
who just as quickly scattered 
throughout Malden. 
There were scattered reports 
of minor figi.ts and name-calling 
incidents for more than an hour 
after the initial incident, but 
officers had “good luck” in 
rounding up of the gang 
members. 
A wide variety of weapons 
were seized, ranging from clubs 
to chains to knives and guns. 
Shortly 
after the brawl 
started, Malden Mayor Davis 
ordered the pool halls and 
taverns closed for the night, 
which 
helped 
curtail 
the 
violence, officers said. 
The Pharoah motorcycle 
gang, which apparently is based 
in 
the 
Jonesboro-Paragould 
area, has been observed by area 
law enforcement officers for 


several months. 
They 
reportedly 
have 
members scattered over areas 
ranging into Missouri, and on 
weekends head out to “visit" the 
other members, using the 
weekend for riding events and 
“wild parties," officers say. 
Rumors still had Malden 
residents buzzing this morning, 
with stories that the motorcycle 
gang was “coming back”- to 
retaliate for the overnight jail 
stay. 
Officers had no in­ 
formation to confirm that 


rumor. 
The gang members, after 
their release Sunday morning, 
all stopped in Kennett to visit 
their “wounded comrades,” and 
that 
“shook up” 
Kennett 
residents, too. Kennett hospital 
officials called police when the 
20 to 25 gang members showed 


up, 
but no incidents were 
reported and one nurse even 
remarked that “they all acted 
real nice.” 
Malden officers had other 
descriptions 
for 
them, 
one 
reporting that they are “a real 
raunchy looking bunch of 
characters-they’re real tough.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Senate is nearing final action 
on a $35.3-billion bill to extend 
federal programs for higher 
and vocational education, after 
rejecting attempts to restrict 
court-ordered busing to deseg­ 
regate schools. 
Among other things, the bill 
would increase the maximum 
federal grant for poor students 
to attend college from $1,400 to 
$1,800 per year. It also would 
extend eligibility for govern­ 
ment-guaranteed student loans 
to familes with annual incomes 
of $25,000. The current limit is 
$15,000. 
In other action on the bill, the 
Senate adopted 88 to 0 an 


amendment to exempt father- 
son 
and 
mother-daughter 
events in public schools from 
the ban on sex discrimination 
in federally supported educa­ 
tional institutions. 
The amendment, 
by 
Rep. 
Paul 
Fannin, 
R-Ariz., 
also 
would waive application of the 
anti-discrimination law to Boys 
State and Girls State programs 
sponsored by the American Le­ 
gion and its auxiliary. 
The House has passed sepa­ 
rate bills extending higher edu­ 
cation programs for one year 
and vocational education assist­ 
ance for six years. The final 
version will go to a House-Sen- 
ate conference. 


Although the Ford adminis­ 
tration has indicated opposition 
to the Senate version of the bill, 
Sen. Jacob K Javits, R-N.Y., 
Republican floor manager, told 
the Senate “We believe and 
hope that the President will ap­ 
prove the final version.” 
Sen. Ted Stevens, R-Alaska, a 
member of the Senate Appro­ 
priations Committee, said the 
bill’s $1,800 maximum basic 
student grant authorization is 
misleading, since Congress has 
never been able to appropriate 
enough money for the $1,400 
maximum 
authorized 
since 
1972. 
The current average grant, 
Stevens said, is $680 a year and 


he expressed doubt that the 
proposed increase to $1,800 will 
raise the average to more than 
$700 a year.

firms that were given until 
today to submit proposals on 
services they would provide in 
preparing a feasibility study of 
docking facilities to serve Cape 
and Scott counties 
The commission will meet at 4 
p m Monday at the Courthouse 
in Benton. 
On Sept 
7, a meeting is 
scheduled for 4 p.m. in the Cape 
Girardeau Chamber of Com­ 
merce Building to screen the 
proposals 
On Sept. 13, a meeting is set 
for 9 a m at the Ramada Inn in 
Cape Girardeau to hear verbal 
presentations on services the 
various firms propose to provide 
in the study 
Commission Chairman C W 
Rushing of Cape Girardeau said 


Wednesday he does not know 
how soon the commission might 
choose a firm, but indicated it 
could be done at the regular 
monthly meeting Sept 27 
The 
commission does 
not 
intend to seek formal bids for 
the 
study, 
but 
rather 
to 
negotiate cost with the com 
panies which appear to offer the 
most services for the least 
amount of money. Hushing said 
He noted that one of the firms 
has indicated it is not interested 
in doing the study and others 
could take the same attitude 
“They know about how much 
money we have to spend and 
what we have in mind in way of 
the study," Rushing said 
The study will be enabled by a 
grant 
through 
the 
Ozark 
Regional Commission, which 
will pay 75 per cent of the cost up 
to a maximum of $20,000 Any 
amount over $26.666 66 would 


require additional local funds. 
Rushing said 
He said the commission is 
competent that the local mat­ 
ching money will be allocated by 
the Cape and Scott County 
Courts, which this year ap^ 
propriated $7.500 to the port 
authority He said he does not 
expect for the study to cost a 
significant amount over the 
amount of money available, 
The study is to be made under 
a short- range plan for port 
facilities as opposed to a long 
range development plan which

The principle goals to be 
achieved under the short- range 
development plan are locating

facilities 
along

river, if desired, and providing a

facility to serve both new and 
existing industries 
The 
development, 
Rushing 
explained, could be a major 
asset to the long- range port 
development, on which the corps 
has begun preliminary studies 
under Section 107 of the 1960 
River and Harbor Act. 
Rushing said the commission 
intends for information to be 
exchanged between the private 
engineering firm and the corps 
to combine efforts for the two 
studies 
The long • range plan, as 
opposed to the short range on- 
channel docking facilities, is 
aimed at providing a slack 
water port to serve industries 
located adjacent to the facility 
Rushing said 
Although no locations has 
been decided upon, the com­ 
mission has leaned toward a 


sight up the mouth of the 
Diversion Channel south of Cape 
Girardeau for its slack water 
port But commission members

best location The corps study 
should show the most suitable 
site for the slack water facility, 
they said. 
Hushing said once a dock is

NEWSPAPERS AND 
THE AMERICAN REVOLUTION 
One of the most exciting, and largely ignored, stories 
about the American Revolution is the role that was 
played by the newspaper publishers throughout the 
colonies. From the time the “shot heard round the world’ 
was fired at Lexington on April 19, 1775, until the 
fledgling Congress declared the end of the war on April 
11, 1783, the people in the New World depended largely 
upon three sources for the news: private letters and 
packets of official or semi-official documents; sermons 
from the pulpits of the churches, where the great prin­ 
ciples 
underlying 
the 
Revolution were constantly 
enunciated; 
and 
weekly 
newspapers 
then 
being 
published in the thirteen States. 
On the day of the battles of Lexington and Concord, 
there were thirty- seven newspapers in publication. Only 
twenty of those survived the war. The seventeen papers 
which died do not represent the total war casualties, 
however, because in spite of the great risks and 
privations, eighteen additional papers were brought into 
print, only to be wiped out before the war was over. 
Nevertheless, 
courageous 
publishers 
and 
printers 
persevered, so that when Cornwallis surrendered at 
Yorktown, there were thirty-five papers to carry the 
news of the great victory to the people — only two less 
than at the beginning of the war. 
The heroic efforts — and the tremendous sacrifices — 
of the publishers of the weekly papers would fill many a 
book. When the British captured Norfolk, Virginia, early 
in 1775 they set fire to the town — but not before they had 
seized the printing plant of John H. Holt’s Virginia 
Gazette and tkane it lock, stock, and type aboard one of 
Lord Dunmores ships where the redcoats continued to 
print until the paper stock ran out. Whatever happened to 
the printing plant — whether pitched overboard into the 
Atlantic or taken back to England as war booty — no one 
knows. 
In Newport, Rhode Island, the patriot patriot paper 
was the Mercury, published by Solomon Southwick. But 
when the British captured the town in 1776, Southwick set 
the torch to his beloved paper and burned it to the ground 
rather than let it fall into the hands of the enemy. South­ 
wick managed to escape with his life, continued to print 
in other towns, and when the British finally abandoned 
Newport, he returned to launch again the Mercury. 
When Charleston was captured in 1780, the editor of the 
South Carolina Gazette was made a prisoner of war and 
his paper destroyed. 
When our patriot publishers said that they were 
pledging their lives and fortunes to the cause of Liberty, 
they were not simply printing empty phrases.

The perfect marriage- wine and cheese 


A P Newsfeatures W riter 
The French have been m ak­ 
ing wine and cheese since the 
days when their country was 
known as Gaul. And they have 
been making the range of wines 
known as Bordeaux for just 
about as long. Which explains 
in part why wine and cheese 
make such a perfect m arriage. 


More and more hosts have 
found that a pleasant and rela­ 
tively inexpensive way of enter­ 
taining is a wine and cheese 
tasting. But keep in mind that, 
whereas the two have a natural 
affinity, the various cheeses 
should be matched with com­ 
patible wines to get the full 
benefit. One should not over­ 
shadow the other. 


Little preparation is needed 
for a tasting. Fo r a party of a 
dozen, select about the same 
number of cheeses, alloting a 
total of about four ounces to 
each guest. Four wines should 
do it, two whites and two reds, 


light or full bodied, depending 
upon the cheese that is accom­ 
panying the wine. 


There are more than a hun­ 
dred varieties of cheese from 
France alone available in this 
country, made from the milk of 
cows, goats and ewes. 


Naturally you should serve 
good wines with your cheese, 
but that does not mean you 
have to go in for highly ex­ 
pensive vintages. If you have a 
dealer you know and trust, con­ 
sult with him on what to pick, 
or ask a friend who knows his 
w ay around in the wine field. 
Fo r a start here are a few 
suggestions, 
including 
some 
cheeses that are not French. 


With a soft Cheese like Brie 
or Camembert serve a Graves, 
the pale, yellow Bordeaux with 
a faintly m etallic character. 
With blue cheese like Roquefort 
or Gorgonzola try a rich, red 
St. Em ilion. 
Fo r pungent cheese like Lim- 


berger or Liederkranz, try a 
Margaux, rated by some ex­ 
perts as the most exquisite cla­ 
ret on the Bordeaux roster. 


For a salty cheese like Feta 
try a Pauillac, one of the most 
striking and brilliant wines of 
the Medoc region.

fresh, 
cream y Ricotta should be ac­ 
companied by a flinty Sauvig- 
non Blanc. Buttery Bel Paese 
or Edam go well with St. Es- 
tephe, one of the more sturdy 
clarets.

ager of the fair at Bremerton. 
Miss Kellum struck one side 


of the 10-by-l2-foot tank and 
bounced off into the water, suf­ 
fering a broken leg and other 
undetermined injuries Johnson 
said the crowd continued to 
shout and jeer after Miss Kel­ 
lum hit the water.

with a shotgun and a pistol, he 
took 13 hostages and demanded 
that the firm change its prac­ 
tices toward veterans. 
Four of the original hostages 
managed to get away. Those 
who were left — eight men and 
one woman — were unharmed

R libber workers to return to work 


C LEV ELA N D (A P ) - More 
than half of the 70,000 striking 
rubber workers are expected 
back on the job next week after 
a four-month walkout that put 
them in a financial squeeze, cut 
into the earnings of the Big 
Four tiremakers and hit the 
consumer with shortages and 
price increases 
The Firestone Tire & Rubber 
Co., the nation's second larest 
producer whose third quarter 
earnings fell to $215 million 
from $35 million a year ago, be­ 
came the second of the Big 
Four to reach tentative agree­ 
ment with the United Rubber 
Workers Thursday night, The 
Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., 
the No. 1 producer, reached 
agreement Tuesday. The two 
firms employ 38,000 workers 
Union officials and rank-and- 
file workers predicted speedy 
ratification of the agreements 
at local meetings during the 
next four days. 
Peter 
Bommarito, 
inter­ 
national president of the URW, 
said some of the workers could 
be back on the job as early as 
Sunday night. 
The other two of the Big Four 
tiremakers—B. 
F. 
Goodrich 


and Uniroyal In c —were ex­ 
pected 
to fall in line soon. 
Goodrich negotiators said they 
were making steady progress 
in talks in Columbus. Ohio 
Bommarito, who sat in on the 
Firestone talks in Cleveland, 
said he would join the Uniroyal 
negotiations in New York 
A smaller company, Arm­ 
strong Rubber Co.. of New 
Haven, Conn., which employs 
3,500, 
also reached tentative 
agreement on a new three-year 
contract Thursday. 
Bommarito 
said 
the 
new 
package for Firestone workers 
would add $3 30 an hour in 
wages and benefits over the life 
of the three-year contract, in­ 
cluding an immediate 88 8 cents 
an hour in a general wage in­ 
crease The union also won a 
cost-of-living increase which it 
failed to get three years ago 
because of federal wage-pnee 
controls, the key issue in the 
strike that began last April 21. 
Firestone said that assuming 
a 6 per cent inflation rate in 
each of the three years of the 
contract, the cost-of-living in­ 
crease based on the Consumer

the agreement. The URW had 
steadfastly maintained that it 
needed such an increase to put 
it on parity with the United 
Auto Workers. 
Under the old contract, rub­

Plant No. 2, primarily because 
it is underloaded, is presently 
meeting 
state 
and 
federal

Plant No. 1, located on the 
southeast edge of the city on 
Highway 62, was installed in 
1937. It has been expanded and 
extended many times over the 
years. This plant serves ap­ 
proximately 
90 
per 
cent of 
residential development and 70 
per cent of the commercial 
development and one major 
industry, the Pepsi Cola Bottling 
Co. 
Plant No. 2, located in Malden 
Industrial Park, was built in 
1942 by the Corps of Engineers. 
For eight years the plant was 
essentially 
abandoned 
and 
considerable deterioration of the 
plant equipment occurred. This 
plant 
is

renovated under industrial park 
Improvement projects funded 
by the Economic Development 
Adm inistration of the U.S.

Why locate a new treatment 
facility west of Malden? The

Mo. — <NEA> - Had he lived this woujd 
have been the 57th summer of Harry and Bess Truman s 
marriage, and the 82nd of their quiet and wonderful love af­ 
fair As it is, she marks the occasion alone in the Victorian 
mansion they shared with each other in the Delaware Street 
community they shared with Middle America, and in the town 
they eventually shared with the world 
They met in elementary school, she a slim and reserved 
lass, he a more outward chap with rimless spectacles that 
magnified his eyeballs Neither was extraordinary, but they 
suited one another By high school their holding of hands had 
escalated into a proper romance In 1919, when he was 35 and 
she 34. the union was formalized 
Bess Truman was an old-fashioned wife but not a subser­ 
vient one He called her "the boss," the "only person who can 
tell me off and get away with it " Periodically she did tell him 
off For instance, she was forever admonishing him about his 
language in public. Not that she was above four letter words 
herself now and then, but only in private "Harry." she would 
say, "you really shouldn’t have said that " 
There is no indication that Truman listened to Bess regar­ 
ding his expletives But he appreciated her counsel in most 
other areas History does not dwell on it much, but during 
their seven years in the White House she apparently was chief 
among his advocates. They were constant evening com­ 
panions. retiring to privacy soon after dinner where together 
they would go over his speeches, his judgments, his priorities 
It is not known whether she assisted in his decision making, 
but surely she provided a critical ear and conscience 
She was not an Eleanor Roosevelt, understand She did not 
push her views on her husband or anyone else She was content 
to be in the background, to be Mrs Harry Truman, to be 
featured in the papers only out of obligation In the way of her 
private self she was stuffy, then and now She has never gabb- 
ed. never told all. or even a little What a book she could write, 
but of course she will not 
And yet she has never been drab Truman's eye for her had a 
bit of roguishness about it, and with good reason "She looks 
exactly the way a woman of her age should look," he said, 
winking J B. West, who ushered at the White House during 
the Truman years, remembers the couple did not always 
retire after dinner merely to look over speeches Usually they 
had a drink, always Old Fashioneds. and after that. well. West 
says everyone called them "the lovebirds '* 
Those Old Fashioneds. by the way. were not meant for the 
minister dropping in West says that when the Trumans first 
moved to the executive mansion. Bess was less than satisfied 
with the drinks being prepared She tried several times to hint 
to the butler that his Old Fashioneds were not really Old 
Fashioneds Thus one evening, in desperation, the butler simp­ 
ly splashed huge amounts of bourbon over ice and served it up 
"Now that." smiled Bess, "is an Old Fashioned'" 
As for the lovebird activity, West remembers one autumn 
when Bess had returned from spending the summer with her 
mother in Independence The two were delighted to see each 
other again and retired after dinner more enthusiastically 
than usual The next morning, during routine discussions with 
the usher. Bess said. ah. she had a little problem "It's the 
President’s bed Two slats broke during the night " Blushing, 
she asked if it could be repaired quickly 
Now it is over, except for the memories And for Mrs 
Truman, one of five surviving former first ladies, most of the 
memories are right here in the Delaware Street neighborhood 
She met Harry here, she married him here, she buried him a 
short while away Eighty two summers, good times and bad.

Street dance ends in fight 


MALDEN — What began as a 
regularly 
scheduled street 
dance in Malden Saturday night 
erupted into a brief but violent 
browl, leaving two members of 
an Arkansas-based motorcycle 
gang hospitalized, 14 persons 
held 
by 
law 
enforcem ent 
authorities and a small town 
buzzing with rumors. 
Malden police were assisted 
by scores of area law en­ 
forcement 
officers, 
including 
the highway patrol, in quickly 
dispelling 
the 
brawlers. 
At 
direction 
of 
Malden 
Mayor 
Sparrel Davis, Malden police 
Jailed 
14 
members 
of 
the 
Pharoahs motorcycle club in 
Malden, held two girlfriends in 
the Kennett jail and placed two 
more members in the Bernie 
city 
jail 
overnight. Sunday 
morning the members were 
released, with no charges filed 
“We just wanted them off the 
street,’’ one officer remarked, 
Law 
enforcement 
officials 
pieced 
the chain of events 
leading up to the brawl this way: 
At about 3:30 pm Saturday, 
Malden police received a call 
from 
the 
Dunklin 
County 
sheriff's office that some 25 
motorcycle riders, accompanied 
by two vans, had been seen 
going 
through 
Kennett, 
ap­ 
parently heading to the Malden- 
area 
Information led Malden of­ 
ficers to believe that the bike 
riders 
were coming to the 
Malden area to visit a half dozen 
Malden area members of the 
riding dfub. 
It appears that the Malden 
members of the Pharoahs lived 
southwest of Malden, all in the 
same house 
Later in the evening, the 
entire group- some 25 to 30 
motorcycles and riders--came to 
Malden and started “hitting the 
taverns and pool halls, drinking 
lots of beer," a Malden'officer 
said. 
The Pharoahs then went out 
On the streets, apparently (o 
watch the dance. Malden of­ 
ficials reported a "good crowd" 
was attending the street dance, 
which was sponsored by the 
downtown merchants group 
Near the intersection of Main 
and Madison streets, the fight 
suddenly erupted, and knives 
and clubs flashed. 
Depending on which side of 
the story is heard, the events 
could be placed either way. 


The brawl erupted between a 
group of eight to 10 black men 
and women and a small con­ 
tingent of the bike riders The 
blacks said that the Pharoahs 
were “calling us names and 
messin’ with our women," while 
the Pharoahs members said that 
"the next thing we knew we 
were being hit over the head and 
knifed." 
Law enforcement officers are 
not sure just how it started, and 
no assault charges have been 
filed. 
It is clear, however, that the 
two injured bike gang members 
were assaulted by blacks. 
One Pharoah member, Dale 
Woods 
of 
Jonesboro, 
Ark., 
suffered knife wounds to his 
chest, and was admitted to the 
intensive 
care 
section 
at 
Dunklin 
County 
Hospital 
in 
Kennett, where he was listed in 
“ s a tis fa c to ry ” 
condition 
Monday morning 
The other 
Pharoah member, Dale Cruse of 
Paragould. Ark., was hit over 
the head with a club, and was 
also hospitalized in “satisfac­ 
tory" condition. 
Woods is also known as “Wild 
Man" among the gang mem­ 
bers. sources said today. 
Another 
mem ber of 
the 
Pharoahs, Myles Eugene Curtis, 
26, reportedly of the Malden 
area, was jailed in Kennett on a 
charge of carrying a concealed 
and dangerous weapon, after 
officers 
found 
a 
38-caliber 
revolver in his possession. 
The brawl was quickly over, 
and Malden police and auxiliary 
forces quickly began rounding 
up members of the Pharoahs, 
who just as quickly scattered 
throughout Malden. 
There were scattered reports 
of minor figi.ts and name-calling 
incidents for more than an hour 
after the initial incident, but 
officers had “good luck" in 
rounding 
up of 
the gang 
members 
A wide variety of weapons 
were seized, ranging from clubs 
to chains to knives and guns 
Shortly 
after 
the 
brawl 
started, Malden Mayor Davis 
ordered the pool halls and 
taverns closed for the night, 
which 
helped 
curtail 
the 
violence, officers said. 
The Pharoah 
motorcycle 
gang, which apparently is based 
in 
the 
Jonesboro-Paragould 
area, has been observed by area 
law enforcement officers for 


several months. 
They 
reportedly 
have 
members scattered over areas 
ranging into Missouri, and on 
weekends head out to “visit” the 
other m em bers, using the 
weekend for riding events and 
“wild parties,” officers say. 
Rumors 
still 
had 
Malden 
residents buzzing this morning, 
with stories that the motorcycle 
gang was “coming back"- to 
retaliate for the overnight jail 
stay. 
O fficers 
had no in­ 
form ation to confirm 
that 


rumor. 
The gang members, 
after 
their release Sunday morning, 
all stopped in Kennett to visit 
their "wounded comrades,” and 
that 
“ shook 
up” 
Kennett 
residents, too. Kennett hospital 
officials called police when the 
20 to 25 gang members showed 


up, 
but 
no 
incidents 
were 
reported and one nurse even 
remarked that "they all acted 
real nice." 
Malden officers had other 
descriptions 
for 
them, 
one 
reporting that they are "a real 
raunchy 
looking 
bunch 
of 
characters-they’re real tough.”
